Under existing conditions all of 
the maintenanee cost. of the chan- 
nel and turning basins must be 
taken care of by the city of Rich- 
mond as the United States approv- 
ed project calls for. a width of 
600 feet and only a depth of 24 
feet.. The: United States always 
maintains a channel when dredged 
to the approved depth but inas- 
‘much as the channel is now being 
‘dredged to 30 feet the United 
states will be under no obligation 
to do’ any maintenance work until 
the channel fills to a point where 
the depth is less than 24 feet.
